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this same cheap incentive to heroism. And so the chariot of war runs on, 
crushing under its pitiless wheels more victims than any Pagan Juggernaut, 
and resolved not to stay its bloody course until one or both armies shall have 
been annihilated. 

Is it a wonder that the -world is full of infidels, when such deeds are done 
in the name of Christianity? How shall Paganism be converted, when the 
sea which separates Europe from Asia is reddened by a river of blood shed 
by Christians in fraternal warfare ? Is it not manifestly the first duty of 
those who would diffuse the faith of the Redeemer, to christianize Christen* 
dom? — N. Y. Tribune.

Letter from Rev. Titus Coan. 

Hilo, Hawaio," Sept. 15, 1854. 

My Dear Brother, — Your excellent letter of May 20th, with enclosed cir- 
cular, &c, came io hand several weeks ago, and on the 2nd inst, I hailed 
with delight your shipment of Peace Messengers. Yes, all are before me. 
Your thrice welcome epistle is spread out on my desk, and the publications 
of your Society are piled up at my right hand. A thousand thanks for your 
warm-hearted and truly fraternal letter. I also thank you in the name of 
this church, in the name of man, and in the name of mercy and peace, for the 
liberal donation of your Society's publications just received. Hook upon them 
as a bulwark against the enemy, — as a grand battery, to silence the thunders of 
war, — as a magazine, to shatter the arsenals of death,— as a park to batter 
down the ramparts of wo, — and as &fire engine to extinguish a burning 
world. 



"These weapons of our holy war, 
Of what Almighty force they are !" 



Your Society is on a rock. Your position is impregnable ; and the walls 
and buttresses of Gibraltar, Malta and Helena, will fall before your cause fails. 
My figures may look belligerent ; but our " iceapons are not carnal." 
Truth, love, meekness, reason, logic, wisdom, justice, philosophy, economy, 
mercy, — a holy sisterhood, are all with you ; and the time will come when 
the moral sense of toe world will flow as a deep and broad river in the 
channel pointed out by peace-makers. Hitherto the nations have been 
"mad;" and they are still so. Long have dark clouds of fearful portent 
hung in our eastern horizon; and now they roll up in dense and fieiy masses, 
and burst with awful uproar upon a gazing world. But this storm will pasa 
over — this whirlwind of wrath will sweep through the sky and disappear, — 
this electricity of hell will flash, and roar, and roll on ; again and again the 
elements of strife may be awakened, and all the powers of wrath be mar- 
shalled. Tempest may succeed to tempest, and the warring elements may 
scatter desolation wild and wide over the earth. All this may be ; and yet 
we hope for better things. One thing is sure, a day of peace will yet dawn 
on our wretched world, — the storms of passion will have subsided, — the 
whirlwind, the tempest, the hurricane of war will have spent its fury, and a 
morning of peaceful repose wiil come. The Sun of Righteousness will break 
through the gloom of ages, and his mild and holy radiance shall flood every 
land. A blander and purer atmosphere shall be breathed by all na- 
tions — purer and brighter as one of the effects of the spent storm. God 
" maketh the wrath of man to praise Him." This is our hope, and it " is 
within the vai!." This is our faith, and it is on " the rock ;" nay — it is rock 
itself. 
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Take courage, then, soldiers of" the Prince of Peace." Your Captain is 
already mounted on his " white horse ; " •« King of Kings" is written on his 
vesture, and conquest on his brow. The earth is His, and he will subdue it. 
The nations are His, and lie will reLn over them. Emperors, kings, mar- 
shals, armies will yet tremble and be ashamed in His presence. Navies shall 
be dismantled, nations lay their armor down, and the eaith " learn war no 
more." And who-e heart does not say u Amen — even so — come Lord Jesus 
— thy kingdom come V" Such is my prayer, breaking from the deepest 
fountains and the intensest longings of my soul. 

We cannot abaidon the cause of peace ; for it is the cause of our own Lord. 
We cannot doubt ; " for He is faithful who has promised." We cannot 
faint or grow feeble ; for " we know that our labour is not in vain in the 
Lord." I would as soon abandon the gospel and the Saviour as the. cause 
of peace ; for they are one, and cannot be sundered. 

I most heartily rejoice to see that you and your co-ndjutors in America 
and p^urope are taking heart, gathering fresh strength, and resolving to press 
on your bloodless campaign with vigor. The siege must be pressed hard 
and' steadily against the entrenchments of the war-god. You and your com- 
patriots may be " the forlorn hope," and may fall in the deadly breach ; but 
fear no!, you will fall covered with true glory, and rise to an " incorruptible 
crown," while thousands will follow you, and thus " come up to the help of 
the Lord against the mighty." 

Your plans, as set forth in the little circular now before me, are good, just 
such as I had for a long time been wishing to urge upon the friends of peace. 
Wise, kind and patient agents should vit.it every state, county, town and 
village in the Union, lecturing, conversing, scattering peace publications, 
stirring up minbters, church officers, and influential men of every name in 
this great, philanthropic arid holy cause. 

Your publications should, also, be multiplied a hundred-fold, and should 
be scattered wide over sea and land. They should be found in " the White 
House," in the halls of the Federal and State Legislatures; in the offices of 
all national a<d State functionaries; in the halls of justice; in the counting- 
room, the inn, the work-shop, the factory, the school and the farm-house. 
They should fall thick as leaves of the tree of life upon ship and shore, so 
that the masses of our countrymen may read, if they will. 

When the public mind is enlightened, and the public soul awakened on 
the subject, petitions should be poured in like floods upon our national Leg- 
islature, praying for the adoption of the same rational principles in the ad- 
justment of international disputes as obtains among private parties, viz., 
reference to a judicious and impartial umpire. The principle is so fraught 
with good sense, and so consonant with common law, and with the calm, 
candid sentiment of all wise men, that it must gain a hearing, and gaining 
this, it must secure adoption as an ultimate result. 

But how are you to get funds for such a work? Yon need $50,000 this 
year, and a steady increase until your work is done. When your hope, and 
faith and plans are greatly enlarged. I see not why you may not need, and 
have, and wisely use several hundred thousands of dollars a year. And what 
would be a million in such a glorious cause ? It is as nothing in the ex- 
penses of war; and, if needed to prevent war, it ought to be given as freely 
as a drop of water. How my heart longs to send you a $1000 We hope 
to be able to send you another hundred by and by. Our people are striv- 
ing hard to build a good church edifice with ft 8000 at this station, and are 
to build or keep in repair 25 smaller meeting-houses at out-stations. This, 
besides paying their taxes, supporting their pastor, making roads and 
bridges, assisting the poor, contributing to local and domestic institutions, 
and raising some few hundred dollars for foreign objects of benevolence, 
presses them hard. But many have a heart to work, and God loves and 
helps all such.
